Claims 1-52 are currently pending in the instant application. 

I. Response to Amendment and Arguments 

Applicants amendments to the claims and remarks filed on December 21 , 2006 
have been entered in the application and considered. 

Applicants' amendments and arguments have overcome the following rejections and 
objections: 

The 35 use 101 rejection of claims 1-24 for allegedly being directed to non- 
statutory subject matter. 

The 35 use 112 rejection of claims 1-24 and 48-50 for the phrase "linear or 
branched, saturated or unsaturated C1-20 alkyi radicals and saturated or unsaturated 
rings of 4 to 7 atoms" and whether it is apart of the definition of Re. 

The 35 use 112 rejection of claim 49 for not defining the compound of formula 
(I) that is being referred to in the claim. 

The objection of the abstract of the disclosure for missing a period at the end of 
the last sentence. 

The objection of claims 1-24 and 48-50 for containing non-elected subject matter. 
The objection of claims 1 1-24 and 48 for minor informalities and multiple 
dependent claims.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 



The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 3.5,6,8 and 10-24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as 
failing to comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject 
matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably 
convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application 
was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. Applicants have added the phrase 
"combining at least one styrylpyrazole compound of formula (1), or a salt thereof, with a 
non-toxic, physiologically acceptable medium" and stated in the Remarks/Arguments 
that this phrase is supported in the specification at least at page 19, lines 6-9. However, 
the Examiner has not found support for the above phrase on page 19 or anywhere in 
the specification. To overcome, this rejection Applicants should state what page the 
actual support for this phrase. 



The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-24 and 48-50 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. In claims 1-24 and 48-50 for the definition of

paragraph 
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variables Ri, R2, R4 and R5, it is unclear if the possible groups that these variables can 
be chosen from ends with the terms "and NRyCSNRVR"/ or does it also include the 
following phrase "saturated or unsaturated, linear or branched C1.20 alky' radicals, 
saturated or unsaturated rings of 4 to 7 atoms....". The latter phrase is also being used 
to define the substituents Ry.R 7, R'V and R"? within the definition of Ri, R2. R4 and R5. 

III. Objections 

The oath or declaration is defective. A new oath or declaration in compliance 
with 37 CFR 1 .67(a) identifying this application by application number and filing date is 
required.

The oath or declaration is defective because:
